publican constitution — modeled 


on the American and British 


systems of governinent is one 
of the remarkable 
ments of the kind ever drafted 

This constitution provides (on 
Paper, at least) the greatest de- 
gree of democracy the country 
ever has known. The — short- 
lived Weimar Republic (1919- 
33) died an unnatural death be- 
fore it-could fulfill its promise. 

Even morc striking is the 
fact that Germany the 
instigator of world wars within 
om generation not only outlaws 
aggressive war but provides for 
the transfer of the reich's proud 
sovereignty to a United States 
of Europe And Germans who 
only a short Lime ago were bow- 
ing the neck to the Hitlerian dic- 
tatorship are given a sweeping 
bill of rights which declares that 
“the dignity of man shall be 
inviolable”. 

Hark back to the days of 
Kaiser Wilhelm II, the “all 
highest", who fathered World 
War I for an empire. He be- 
lieved he ruled by divine right.

be overtaken by the Hitlerian 
regime, one of the most terrible 
dictatorships of all time. 

Now we get the violent revul- 
sion to all this in the new con- 
stitution. German political 
leaders claim it is the most pro- 
gressive in existence, 

They are going to iiave their 
chance to prove it. They will 
be under allicu supervision un- 
til they have demonstr&ted their 
fitness to walk alone, but the 
allied purpose is to encourage 
them to stand on their own feet, 

The constitution can only ap- 
ply to the three zones of West- 
ern Germany at the outset, but 
it has been drawn up to include 
Soviet-controlled Eastern Ger- 
many as soon as a United Na- 
tions can be achieved. 

The farmers have nailed down 
their bill of rights by prescrib- 
ing penalties for would-be dic- 
tators who “by force or threat 
of force’ change the constitu- 
tion or deprive the head of state 
of his powers. Strange as it 
may seem, the most severe pen- 
alty is life imprisonment.

Mr. Baruch says nervous people 
don’t want to build houses anc 
sink money in business ventures. 
They figure it’s foolish to build 
a house or start a business if 
somebody is likely to come along 
next week and blow it up. 

Therefore, Mr. Baruch wrote, 
you can’t do much business and 
eut government costs and plump 
up the national income unless 
there is some mild guarantee 
that next summer will see you 
unbombed. And he wrote that 
ene of the prime requirements 
of prosperity is security. This 
does not seem to jibe with Sen- 
ator Johnson's philisophy. 

Whatever will we dd, now 
that we are threatened with 
peace? Can we exist without a 
menace of war to keep our eco- 
nomic ducks in a row? If we 
cut’ scme taxes and pay back 
some .debts, will that leave so 
much money that us irrespon- 
sible kiddies will spend it all 
on sodas and barber-pole candy? 
I dunno. Ask Ed Johnson. 

Perhaps the best thing will 
be to just haul off and declare 
a permanent state of cold war. 
This will keep the military 
working, the budget in line, and 
thereby preserve the state we 
have come to know as ncrmalcy.

There's a Toy 
For Every Child

The proud papa who comes 


home overladen with bats anc 
balls, electric trains and bicycles 
for his new-born infant is allow- 
ing his heart to sway his head. 
“Toys,” says the Children’s 

Welfare Federation of New 
York City, “should be selected 
not only on the basis of the 
child’s age but also on his stage 
of development, his special. 
needs and interests.” 

The Federation has just issued 
a little book, Child Care, Ques- 
tions and Answers, prepared by a 
panel of 29 experts, in which it 
answers over 400 questicns most 
often asked by parents. 

These experts psint out that in 
selecting toys for the youngster, 
safety factors should be consid- 
ered. The toys should be wa -h- 
able, without sharp points or 
splinters; eyes of animals shoulc 
be embroidered rather than made 
of smali buitons. Lea:l toys shoula 
b2 avoided. Supervision should 
be given young chiiaten during 
play to prevent irjury to them- 
selves or others. Simple impro- 
vised material found in most 
homes may be more satisfactory 
than purchased toys. 

Here are their suggestions for 
toys: for various age groups: 

From birth to three months: 
Suspended toy or piece of bright- 
ly colored material at least three 
feet away from the infant's eyes; 
rattles; rubber squeaking toys; 
teething rings, small, soft, wash- 
able toy animals without bead 
eye3. 

From three to nine months: 
Teething beads;. rubber blocks 
with bells inside; dinner bell;
